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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CALIFORNIA COMMITTEE 
FOR THE STUDY OF EDUCATION, 1946-47

The California Committee for the Study of Education presents to 
the California school public its sixth annual report. The first three reports 
appeared in the annual publications of the Western Association of Col- 
leges and Secondary Schools and the last two in California Schools. 
Since its first meeting on February 4, 1941, the California Committee 
has been engaged in activities which it hopes have been of benefit to the 
various sectors of the educational circle in California. Since that first 
meeting, representation has continually increased so that now the Cali- 
fornia Committee is recognized as one of the important educational 
organizations in the State. It deals with problems of a practical nature, 
particularly those involving relations between different levels of educa- 
tion and different institutions. 

Having been a dynamic living organism for six years, the Committee 
feels that it is now ready to draw up a written instrument which would 
introduce definiteness to the various details of its organization, purposes, 
and functions. Consequently, it is in the process of preparing a constitu- 
tion which should be ready for adoption by the time the Committee meets 
again. 

As had been stated in earlier reports, the California Committee con- 
ducts its study and research work through subcommittees. At the present 
time it has eight active subcommittees. The work of five of the subcom- 
mittees is nearing completion, and by the time the California Committee 
meets in the fall of 1947 it will expect to have final reports from at least 
four of them. The following brief account of the subcommittees and their 
activities will, in a small way, show how the California Committee for 
the Study of Education is serving education. 


WorK OF THE SUBCOMMITTEES 


1. Subcommittee on Foreign Language 

It will be recalled that this Subcommittee was set up during 1945 
under the chairmanship of C. C. Humiston, with Iver N. Nelson as sub- 
chairman. The Subcommittee was asked to draw up a list of minimum 
essentials for Chinese, French, German, Italian, Japanese, Latin, Portu- 
guese, Russian, and Spanish. Also, it was asked to study and select and, 
if necessary, prepare achievement or proficiency tests in these languages. 
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At the May, 1947, meeting of the California Committee, Professor 
Humiston reported that the minimum essentials for most of the foreign 
languages were nearly ready. Consequently, at this meeting the Cali- 
fornia Committee discussed in detail the publication and distribution of 
the Subcommittee reports. Since the California Committee felt it 
extremely important to get the reports into the hands of those in the field 
so that the recommendations would be followed, it was considered best 
that the publication and distribution be taken care of by the State Depart- 
ment of Education. It was agreed that the reports would be sent to private, 
as well as to public, schools in the State. Also, it was decided to supply 
each school library with a complete set of the reports. The reports of the 
various divisions of the Subcommittee are to be separate units, which can 
be distributed singly or as a complete unit. It was the consensus of the 
California Committee that each language teacher should receive a copy 
of the report of the language he teaches. It was agreed that a minimum 
number of reports could be distributed and additional copies sold. 


2. Subcommittee on Accreditation 

The work of this Subcommittee is also nearing completion, according 
to the report of Basil Peterson, chairman, at the last meeting of the Cali- 
fornia Committee. The assignment of the Subcommittee included the 
preparation of a statement of present procedures of accreditation of high 
schools, junior colleges, and four-year colleges, and an evaluation of these 
accreditation practices. 

To Brother Lambert of Fordham University had been assigned the 
study and evaluation of high school accreditation. His approach to the 
problem was by way of an appraisal of the Committee Report of the 
Co-operative Study of Secondary School Standards. Since the evaluation 
made by Brother Lambert did not concern itself directly with the State of 
California, the Subcommittee on Accreditation has sent out a question- 
naire to all California high school principals asking some very concrete 
and definite questions about accrediting. From this survey and Brother 
Lambert’s findings the Subcommittee will be able to draw up its final 
conclusions. 

Jules Fraden is now in the process of formulating conclusions on 
junior college accreditation. Kyle Esgate, to whom had been assigned the 
study of the accrediting of four-year colleges, is also in the process of 
bringing his investigations to a conclusion. 

It was agreed that the final report of this Subeommittee should be 
presented to the California Committee at a special meeting this fall and 
also to a conference group composed of representatives of the various 
institutions and organizations of the State for discussion. The dates 
selected for these meetings are September 29 and 30, 1947. 
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The problem of accrediting schools and colleges in California is one 
of the most important to be undertaken by the California Committee. 
The membership of the Conference on Accreditation will comprise repre- 
sentative administrative officers, particularly those dealing with educa- 
tional policies, from the universities, colleges, and junior colleges of the 
State, the Superintendent of Public Instruction and his principal assist- 
ants, and representatives of such organizations as the Association of Cali- 
fornia Public School Superintendents, the California Association of 
Secondary School Administrators, the California Junior College Associa- 
tion, the California Association of Independent Secondary Schools, the 
Western College Association, and the Western Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools. 

It is hoped that the Conference, after full discussion and airing of 
views, will come to some general agreement as to the proper course to 
follow. The basic question is whether or not there is need for additional 
accrediting in California. Should there be accrediting of junior colleges 
for one function and another, of four-year colleges, of technical schools, 
et cetera? If there is agreement that additional accrediting in California 
is needed, the next question is what kind of accrediting agency should be 
introduced. Should we join with a regional accrediting association, or 
should we set up our own accrediting agency limited to the State with 
provision for co-ordination with other accrediting agencies on a regional 
or national scale? These and similar questions will be discussed at the 
Conference scheduled for September 30. 

The California Committee is confident that the Conference on 
Accreditation, based upon the Report of the California Subcommittee on 
Accreditation, will be of great importance in the development of better 
relations among the various institutions and educational levels of the 
State. 


3. Subcommittee on Conservation Education 


This Subcommittee, which was established in 1943, was instructed to 
investigate the teaching of conservation in the schools of California, 
appraise its present extent and effectiveness, determine educational needs 
in regard to conservation education, and make recommendations for 
improving the teaching of conservation throughout the schools of the 
State and for giving better training both to teacher trainees and in-service 
teachers in the teaching of conservation. Bernice Baxter, the original 
chairman, resigned in January, 1945. Carl D. Duncan of San Jose State 
College was subsequently appointed chairman to succeed Dr. Baxter. 


The work of the Subcommittee has been carried on through meetings, 
individual conferences, and correspondence. Early activities took the form

of an analysis and appraisal of current conservation teaching at various 
levels in a number of schools. Later activities have consisted largely of 
exploration, through consultations and discussions, of the needs and 
possibilities for extending and improving conservation education through- 
out the curriculum. 

At the May, 1947, meeting of the California Committee Dr. Duncan 
presented what he called a semi-final report, in view of the fact that all 
members of the Subcommittee had not yet approved it. At this meeting 
the relationship of the State Curriculum Commission to the work of the 
Conservation Subcommittee was pointed out and a recommendation made 
that the material be referred to the Commission, when ready, and to Dr. 
Douglass of the State Department of Education in connection with his 
work in teacher education. The final report of this Subcommittee will be 
considered formally at the next meeting of the California Committee. 


4. Subcommittee on Uniform Course Names and Numbers 

The attention of the California Committee was called to the tre- 
mendous difficulty of evaluating transcripts of records for students 
transferring from one college to another and how uniform course names 
and numbers would assist in this work. As a result of this need, the 
California Committee established in October, 1945, a Subcommittee on 
Uniform Course Names and Numbers. The annual report of the Cali- 
fornia Committee for 1945-46 included the proposed basic principles 
for a system of course numbers worked out by the Subcommittee. It 
was the recommendation of the Subcommittee that these principles be 
accepted and applied to the various subject fields in the University and 
its branches and in the State colleges. It was recommended that they 
be applied in private colleges as well. 

At the May, 1947, meeting of the California Committee, the Secre- 
tary reported that the question of uniform course names and numbers 
was discussed at the All-University Faculty Conference at Davis in 
February of this year. Since the California Committee had not actually 
endorsed the principles established by the California Subcommittee on 
Uniform Course Names and Numbers, Mr. Edwards was not able to 
ask the Davis Conference to adopt them directly. However, a resolution 
was passed at the Davis Conference to the effect that the University of 
California in all its branches should adopt a uniform system of course 
names and numbers. Since that time, President Sproul has expressed an 
interest in the manner in which this resolution can best be implemented. 
It was Mr. Edwards’ opinion that, if the California Committee approves 
the principles set up by the California Subcommittee on Uniform Course 
Names and Numbers, it would provide a basis on which the University 
of California could work. 
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In a discussion of the principles worked out by the Subcommittee, 
the following opinions were expressed : 

a. The range of numbers assigned by the Subcommittee at the various 
levels was not sufficiently extensive. 

b. Having a definite range of numbers in semi-professional courses 
causes some difficulty in that students have an inclination to avoid 
courses so labeled. Also, the range of numbers assigned to semi- 
professional: courses would appear to be too limited, especially if 
this field becomes the major job of the junior colleges. 

ce. The adult courses, now becoming an important part of junior col- 
lege work, have not been given consideration by the Subcommittee. 
It was thought important that this be done. 

d. Because of the immensity of the problem, it might be advisable to 
have the Subcommittee concentrate on lower division courses first. 
A motion was made, seconded, and carried that the sentiments 

expressed by the California Committee be transmitted to Aymer J. Ham- 
ilton for consideration by the Subcommittee on Uniform Course Names 
and Numbers and also that Dr. Hamilton be requested to report to the 
California Committee at the time of its next meeting. It was also the 
consensus of the Committee that a vote of confidence be conveyed to 
the Subcommittee. 

Attention was called to the fact that the principles of the Subcom- 
mittee on Uniform Course Names and Numbers had been filed with the 
California Junior College Association. At the time the report was pre- 
sented there was very little discussion of it, but the Association did at 
that time recommend that junior colleges start work on conversion of 
course numbers wherever possible. 


5. California Subcommittee on High School Transcript and 
Counseling Blank 


The formation of this Subcommittee was brought about by the vast 
number and variety of forms which the high schools are requested to 
complete for guidance purposes by the various colleges. Guy A. West, 
the present chairman of the Subcommittee, stated that his group had 
considered the use of the cumulative record card which provides some 
personal data. It could be photostated by the high schools, thus solving 
their problem of the lack of clerical help, one of the stumbling blocks in 
getting to the colleges the data they want. The Subcommittee considered 
the use of this cumulative record form, but decided against it for the 
following reasons: 

a. Photostat copies are not always legible, and the record cards are 
not always well kept. 
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b. Some of the high schools do not have photostat equipment. 
e. Some of the high schools do not use the form at all. 
d. The information might not be that which the colleges wished to have. 

The Subcommittee has prepared a tentative form—a simple blank 
containing essential counseling data but still brief enough to be prac- 
tical from the high school standpoint. In working out the form, it was 
found that it is difficult to get even a small group to agree on what is 
essential. This same form, in substance, has been used by various insti- 
tutions and was developed by the American Council on Education some 
twenty years ago. The five point gradation scale represents the result of 
much study. 

One of the Subeommittee’s recommendations in the current report 
is that the sample form be referred to the Division of Research and 
Statistics of the State Department of Education. Mr. Lindsay stated 
that the Department of Education would want to know how many of 
the colleges would accept the form. It was pointed out that the survey 
already made by the Subcommittee would be helpful in this connection. 
Mr. Windbigler, Registrar of Stanford University and present at this 
meeting as a representative of the Western College Association, stated 
that Stanford University would be willing to accept the form in lieu 
of the form they now use. Attention was also called to the fact that 
the California Association of Secondary School Administrators was 
represented on the California Committee so that the approval of the 
Committee on the form would include their endorsement. 

The questions before the California Committee in connection with 
the recommendations of this Subcommittee were whether or not the 
Committee approves the form on counseling information as prepared 
by the Subcommittee and whether or not this form should be referred 
to the State Department of Education. It was agreed that the question 
of administration or instituting procedures in the use of the form would 
not come within the scope of the California Committee. 

The California Committee approved the counseling form prepared 
by the Subcommittee and asked the Subcommittee to confer with the 
State Department of Education about its use. 


6. Subcommittee on Mathematics Education 


This Subcommittee was appointed in December, 1945, for the pur- 
pose of making an analysis of all of the areas represented in the ele- 
mentary, secondary, and collegiate fields, including teacher training, 
so that it would be in a position to design machinery and plan procedures 
which would allocate to the committees of co-operating organizations such 
functions as would be appropriate and desirable for them. 
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The Subcommittee has met with other mathematics groups and 
taken into consideration the relationship of problems; however, no 
formal work on progress reports has been completed to date. A statement 
of procedure was prepared by the Subcommittee and was presented to 
the California Committee at which time an attempt was made to clarify 
the status of the Subcommittee—assignment, representation, co-ordi- 
nation with other mathematics groups, ete. The suggestion was made 
that perhaps this Subcommittee on Mathematics Education should have 
no assignment other than to co-ordinate the various activities of other 
organizations in this field. 

As a result of the expressed confusion of the members of the Cali- 
fornia Committee as to what the problems in this field are and what 
assignment should be made to the Subcommittee, a motion was made, 
seconded, and carried that the Subcommittee be asked to formulate a 
detailed proposal as to possible projects to be undertaken. 


7. Subcommittee on General Education 

The idea of a subcommittee to study the program of general educa- 
tion from the elementary school on through the four-year college course 
originated at a meeting of the California Committee in October, 1945. 
The California Committee came to the conclusion that before such a sub- 
committee was appointed it would be well to hold a two-day conference 
on general education to include participation by the committees on 
articulation between the high schools, junior colleges, state colleges, State 
Department of Education, and the University of California, so that the 
California Committee would be informed of their opinions on the question 
of general education. Such a conference was held on April 3 and 4, 1946. 
From this conference the California Committee obtained many useful 
suggestions which could serve as a basis for a long-range program of study 
and experimentation. A subcommittee is in the process of being set up 
under the chairmanship of Malcolm S. Maclean of the School of Educa- 
tion on the Los Angeles campus of the University of California. Rudolph 
Lindquist of the Santa Barbara schools has been asked to serve as vice- 
chairman. 

Although the idea started in the California Committee, the subject 
of general education was being discussed by other bodies such as the Cali- 
fornia Association of Secondary School Administrators, Junior College 
Association, ete. The requests of the other organizations were referred to 
Superintendent of Public Instruction Roy E. Simpson. It was, there- 
fore, considered desirable to work with Mr. Simpson and relieve him of 
the task of appointing a committee which would have approximately the 
same assignment as that of the California Subcommittee. As a conse- 
quence, the Subcommittee on General Education is different from other 
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California Subcommittees in that it is responsible to the State Department 
of Education, as well as to the California Committee—in other words, it 


is a joint committee. 


8. Planning Committee on Research in Admissions 


Patterns of college and university entrance requirements have 
received a great deal of attention during the last two or three decades and 
have been the subject of research and discussion of something like one 
hundred studies. The results of the various studies seem to demonstrate 
that 

a. The interest in general education at the present time requires a 
re-examination of the relationship of entrance requirements to pro- 
grams of general education in the high school and in the college and 
university. 

b. Other methods of determining potential success in the college or 
university have been tried out and found successful. 


e. Many high school administrators and some college and university 
personnel feel that the traditional pattern of admissions becomes 
increasingly difficult to incorporate in the high school curriculum 
where an attempt is being made to meet the needs of society and the 
individual needs of boys and girls attending high school. 


The high school and University of California Affiliation Committee 
has been no different from other educational groups throughout the 
country ; for many years now it has been discussing university admission 
requirements. Finally, the suggestion was made that the matter be 
referred to the California Committee for study. Since the problem is such 
an important one, it was decided to set up a subcommittee of three to pre- 
pare and present to the California Committee a plan of procedure for 
analyzing the problem of university and college admissions. Herman 
Spindt, Director of Admissions at the University of California, Albert D. 
Graves, Associate Superintendent in Charge of Instruction of the San 
Francisco City Schools, and John M. Stalnaker, Dean of Students of 
Stanford University, were the three appointed. At the May, 1947, meeting 
of the California Committee the subcommittee of three reported that the 
subject requirements for admission to California colleges and universities 
are a proper subject for study by a subcommittee of the California Com- 
mittee for the Study of Education and that such study should follow 
three directions, namely : 

a. A historical and philosophical discussion of the requirements. In 
addition to a study of the requirements themselves, the committee 
could very well deal with problems of general education as related 
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to specific entrance patterns; with provision for individual differ- 
ences in ability ; with provision for individual differences in voca- 
tional or educational purpose ; who should properly determine pre- 
requisites ; who should properly determine the content of high school 
education ; what experiences and studies in the high school are edu- 
cative in general and educative for particular types of later work ; 
the degree to which present requirements dominate the education of 
those who definitely are not following college preparatory courses. 

b. A survey of previous and present published and unpublished 
research studies by Admissions Offices and others, especially in Cali- 
fornia. Many of the published reports deal with situations that are 
not applicable to the California situation. On the other hand many 
of the California institutions must have made studies for their own 
purposes that would have application here. 

c. A proposal of new experimental programs that might be established 
in high schools of this State under the plan tentatively approved by 
the Board of Admissions and Relations with Schools of the Univer- 
sity. Under that plan, a school that so desires may suggest a pro- 
gram on the basis of which they wish their students judged for 
admission. Such a program must be approved by the Board of 
Admissions before it is put into effect. It is possible that a number of 
good experimental programs could be established, and the committee 
could very well study the results of such experiments. Also, the new 
plan of admissions at Santa Barbara College may give information 
that would be worthwhile. 

The California Committee referred the matter to its Steering Com- 
mittee for appraisal. The Steering Committee has decided that the pro- 
posed Subcommittee on Admissions be established and that Mr. Spindt 
be asked to serve as Chairman.

APPOINTMENTS TO STAFF 


HERBERT R. Stouz, M. D., formerly assistant superintendent, Oak- 
land Public Schools, has been appointed Deputy Superintendent of Public 
Instruction and Chief of the Division of Special Schools and Special 
Services of the State Department of Education, effective October 1, 1947. 
The Division to be directed by Dr. Stolz includes the California School 
for the Deaf, the California School for the Blind, the State schools for 
cerebral-palsied children at Redwood City and Los Angeles, the State 
Training Center for the Adult Blind, the State Industrial Workshop for 
the Blind, State Blind Shop, the California Maritime Academy, and the 
Bureau of Vocational Rehabilitation.

Dr. Stolz received his medical degree and educational training at 
Stanford University, and has also studied at Oxford University. He was 
medical adviser to men at Stanford University at the time of the First 
World War, and during the war served as captain in the Medical Corps. 
From 1926 to 1934 he was Director of the Institute of Child Welfare at 
the University of California, Berkeley, and also served as Chief of the 
Bureau of Parent Education of the State Department of Education. From 
1934 to 1946 he was assistant superintendent in charge of individual 
guidance for the Oakland Public Schools. During the past year he has 
been medical co-ordinator of East Bay Children’s Hospital. 


DonaLp E. KitcH was appointed Chief of the Bureau of Oceupa- 
tional Information and Guidance, effective September 15, 1947. He 
joined the staff of the State Department of Education on August 1, 1947, 
serving as assistant chief of secondary education.

SURVEY OF HIGHER EDUCATION 


Three nationally known educators selected by Dr. Robert G. Sproul, 
President of the University of California, and Roy E. Simpson, State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, will conduct the survey of higher 
education which the Regents of the University of California and the 
State Department of Education were authorized and directed to make 
by 1947 legislation. (Statutes of 1947, Chapter 57; Assembly Bill 2273). 

The survey committee will be composed of Dr. Monroe E. Deutsch, 
vice-president and provost of the University, representing the Regents; 
Dr. Aubrey A. Douglass, associate superintendent of public instruction, 
representing the State Department of Education; and Dr. George D. 
Strayer. Dr. Strayer, professor emeritus of education and former director 
of the division of organization and administration at Teachers College, 
Columbia University, served as consultant for the study of the public 
school system made by the State Reconstruction and Reemployment Com- 
mission and transmitted to the 1945 legislature. 


Representatives of the State Legislature appointed to ‘‘meet and 
advise with’’ the survey committee are Senator Hugh M. Burns, Fresno; 
Senator Earl D. Desmond, Sacramento; Assemblyman Ralph C. Dills, 
Compton ; and Assemblywoman Kathryn T. Niehouse, San Diego. 

The act requires that the State Department of Education and the 
Regents of the University of California conduct a joint survey of the 
organization of publicly supported higher education in the State, and the 
need for additional publicly supported higher education facilities in the 
state. It provides that 


The survey shall, among other appropriate matters, analyze the present and 
future needs of the state for education above the high school, with particular 
reference to the needs of each area of the state. In the making of the survey, account 
shall be taken of the need for varying types of publicly supported higher education 
and the manner of support thereof. As a part of the survey the State Department 
of Education and the Regents of the University of California shall investigate the 
emergency needs of the state for higher education, including such as may exist in 
Los Angeles County and in Sacramento County and report on such emergency 
needs with recommendations to the Legislature not later than May 15, 1947. The 
State Department of Education and the Regents of the University of California 
shall report the results of the entire survey, together with their recommendations, 
to the Legislature at its 1948 regular session within five days of the convening 
thereof. 


An appropriation of $50,000 was made for conducting the survey. 
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The report on the emergency needs of Sacramento and Los Angeles 
Counties was made to the Legislature by the liaison committee, a joint 
committee of the State Board of Education and the Regents of the Uni- 
versity. Emergency needs for the expansion of college facilities in both 
communities was acknowledged. Legislation authorizing the State Depart- 
ment of Education to operate third year college courses at Sacramento 
and Los Angeles during the current school year was enacted. Permanent 
establishment of state college facilities at Sacramento and Los Angeles 
will depend on the Legislature’s action on recommendations submitted 
with the report of the survey of higher education. 


STATE COLLEGES AT SACRAMENTO AND LOS ANGELES 

The 1947 Legislature passed bills authorizing the establishment, 
equipment and maintenance of a four year state institution of higher edu- 
cation at Sacramento (Statutes of 1947, Chapter 1349 ; Senate Bill 1219) ; 
and for the administration, support and maintenance of a four year state 
institution of higher education at Los Angeles (Statutes of 1947, Chapter 
1089 ; Assembly Bill 1498) ; and making appropriations therefor. 

Other legislation (Statutes of 1947, Chapter 1017 ; Senate Bill 1221; 
and Chapter 1082, Assembly Bill 586) provides that both institutions 
are to be co-ordinated with and governed by any program of higher edu- 
cation that may be adopted by the Legislature after consideration of the 
report and recommendations of the State Department of Education and 
the Regents of the University of California to be submitted to the Legis- 
lature in March, 1948 (Statutes of 1947, Chapter 57 ; Assembly Bill 2273). 

Until final determination of the status and organization of the two 
institutions is made, neither is to constitute a part of the public school 
system of the State, nor of the University of California. Both will be 
governed by the laws governing and regulating state colleges insofar as 
such laws are applicable. 

In conformance with the terms of the legislation establishing the 
institutions, the Director of Education has named the two colleges, desig- 
nating them Sacramento State College and Los Angeles State College 
respectively. He has contracted with the governing boards of the Sacra- 
mento City Unified School District and the Los Angeles City Junior 
College District for use by the State of facilities available in junior col- 
leges maintained by these districts. Both school districts will be reim- 
bursed by the State for use of the facilities. 

The Director of Education has appointed Guy A. West, former head 
of the department of education and psychology at Chico State College, to 
serve as acting president of Sacramento State College; and P. Victor 
Peterson, former dean of professional education at San Jose State College, 
to serve as acting head of Los Angeles State College. 
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Both new institutions will offer third year college courses to students 
qualified for upper division work during the year 1947-1948. Both were 
required by legislation to offer courses of instruction of higher than 
fourteenth grade level not later than the start of the spring semester of 
1948. However, arrangements are completed so that both institutions will 
offer upper division courses at the opening of the fall term of 1947.

A statement on the unrealized values of American Education Week, 
written by Agnes Samuelson, Associate Director of American Education 
Week for the National Education Association, is quoted here in full. 


No movement can be deemed unimportant which is sponsored by four such great 
organizations as the National Education Association, National Congress of Parents and 
Teachers, American Legion, and the U. S. Office of Education. Nearly eight thousand 
persons comprise the membership of the three national groups and the Office of Educa- 
tion may be said to represent all schools and colleges. The American College Public 
Relations Association is giving full approval to AEW aims this year and urging 
member institutions to co-operate in the observance. American Education Week has 
that backing. 

No program can be looked upon as small which brings ten million people to the 
schools during a single week. The value of the firsthand contacts of the public with 
the work and personnel of the schools through openhouse is beyond measure. No 
activity can be considered as perfunctory which reaches millions of people through 
radio, newspapers and magazines, exhibits, movies, Sunday observance, meetings, and 
messages to homes. American Education Week has come to be recognized as the out- 
standing period of the school year for educational interpretation and for school visi- 
tation. 

No enterprise is insignificant which is focused upon boys and girls. Today’s 
children are living in fast-moving, technological times beset by unsettled and troubled 
international conditions. What will their adult world be like? How well prepared will 
they be to carry out the missions of their day? American Education Week provides 
tailormade opportunities for the discussion of educational needs and for taking steps 
to equip the schools in terms of the immense tasks which face them. 

No undertaking is circumscribed which helps education to promote world peace 
and security. By developing specific projects based upon the areas designated for 
special emphasis, better understanding of the role of education in building a better 
world here and everywhere is bound to result. Suppose, for example, every community 
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would concentrate upon UNESCO. Its interpretation to the man on the street would 
be accelerated greatly. American Education Week provides the springboard for activi- 
ties which will be meaningful all year long.

NATIONAL AUDIO-VISUAL EDUCATION WEEK, 
OCTOBER 27-31, 1947 

National Audio-Visual Education Week will be inaugurated during 
the last week of October, 1947, under the auspices of the Department of 
Secondary Teachers of the National Education Association. 

Schools and colleges throughout the country, as well as churches, 
community organizations, business and industrial establishments, and all 
groups interested in the development of audio-visual methods of teaching 
are invited to participate in special activities from October 27 to 31. 

The project is under the supervision of Dr. William Lewin of 
Weequahie High School, Newark 8, New Jersey, Chairman of the Depart- 
ment’s audio-visual committee organization. Dr. Lewin will co-ordinate 
the launching of this activity with the Audio-Visual Awards Project of 


the Department. 
1947-48 BRITISH-AMERICAN TEACHER EXCHANGE 


Selection of 246 exchange teachers for the 1947-48 school year pro- 
gram of the Committee on Interchange of Teachers Between Great 
Britain and the United States was announced recently by John W. 
Studebaker, U. S. Commissioner of Education. The 123 United States 
teachers selected this year are from elementary schools and high schools 
in 31 States. Last year’s program, the first since the war, provided for 
74 exchanges of positions for teachers from 29 States. 

On August 18, the 123 United States exchange teachers sailed from 
New York on the Marine Tiger. On August 20, the 123 British teachers 
arrived in New York on the Marine Jumper. 

Greater provision for families or close relatives to accompany 
exchange teachers is made in this year’s exchange program. Twelve U.S. 
teachers are taking their wives and children or mothers with them. Simi- 
larly, twelve British teachers will be accompanied by their wives or 
mothers. 

The Committee on Interchange of Teachers Between Great Britain 
and the United States consists of representatives of the U. S. Office of 
Education, the Department of State, and eight national educational 
organizations—The American Association of University Women, Ameri- 
can Council on Education, National Education Association, English 
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Speaking Union, Institute of International Education, National Asso- 
ciation of High School Supervisors and Directors of Secondary Educa- 
tion, Association of School Administrators, and American Federation of 
Teachers. The exchange program began last year when Great Britain 
requested the State Department to initiate a teacher exchange. 

Ten of the teachers selected for exchange in 1947-48 are from Cali- 
fornia. Their names and schools are shown in the following list, and oppo- 
site each appears the name and school of the British teacher with whom 
an exchange of positions is being made.
